Tbe 
expeditions against the bave tbus 
far succeeded edmirably, and « strong 
hope is entertained of the termination of 
the campaign before the winter months set 
in. An official, writing to the Adminis 
tration from Utsh, states that he is ap 

hensive that there will agaio be treable 
Territory, growing out of the ef- 
forts of the newly appoioted federal off- 
cers to carry out and enforce the laws.

by the judiciary. A conflict, therefore, 
between the two opposing elements, when- 
ever su opportunity is afforded, may again 
be expected. Governor Commings has 
always sided with the Mormons. A con- 
cilistory coorse on his part and the diffi- 
culties which have heretofore existed mey 
be partially, if not entirely, averted.” 

As to who the official may be, we care 
not to publish the near guess we thiok we 
ceuld make. It is net always wisest to 
ron the risk of,—-not what in by-gone 
days was termed ‘toffee and pistols for 
two,"—but that eode of honor which is 
diguifed now with the bigh title of bran- 
dy-emashes and revolvers, cock-tails and 
derringers; or whisky and bowie-knives 
for al! hands round. 

Nevertheless, we cannot but compli- 
ment the official, or others who miay have 
aided him who made the statements re- 
ferred to, on wilfully wandering as far as 
possible from the path of Truth.

That is a matter of 
discipline, and, if true, reflects credit upon 
the commander of the department and his 
sabordinate post officers.

The party of troops, 
no doubt, did their ordered duty bravely. 


Leaving that great campaign for a mo- 
meat, what will the admirable success of 
the termination be, and what its results?

KILLED BY INDIANS. 


Ox Weduesday letters were received 
in this city by President Brigham Young 
eo. A. Sinith, ftom Iten Coun- 
ty, giving details of the barbarous myr- 
der of George Albert Smith, jwn., by the 
Indians, on the 2nd ultimo, two 
days march south-east of the Cvolorado, 
about 350 miles from the settlements in 
Sincerely sympatbizing 
with the parents aud relatives of the de- 
ceased, we tender to them our condolence 
in their affliction, and from what we learn 
every wherein the city our sentiments 
are shared by the community at large. 

The sincere respect entertained for the 
family of Mr. Geo. A. Smith, and the 
numerous inquiries that are being made, 
and will be made throughout the Terri- 
tory, concerning the circumstauces lead- 
ing to the melancholy fate of the young 
man, prompt us to give our readers a 
summary of the information that bas been 
received on the sad affair. 

For some time back there has been 
conriderable iutereat manifested by some 
of the citizens of Washington and Iron 
Counties about exploring the Colorado 
with the view of making a more direct 
route to the Eastern States, through the 
northern portion of New Mexico, between 
the 37th and 38th degrecs of north lati- 
The Colorado Kiver is formed by 
the junction of the Grand and Green 
Rivers, to the southeast of Fillmore City, 
and flows from the Territory in a southb- 
westerly direction through New Mexico, 
forming the boundary line of @alifo 
aud Arizona, aud running into tho Gulf 
of California. 

Up to the present time, the Eastern 
trail has been made by a detour of up- 
wards of a lwadred wiles, on account of 
the river being unapproachable from the 
abropt and almost perpendicular moun- 
tains, of several hundred feet in height, 
through which the Colorado flows. Some 
ef our citizen explorers conjectared that 
this detour could be avoided, and with 
the view of making this new passage over 
the Colorado, also for the purpose of ex- 
ploring for more arable land, a party of 
ten volunteers, under the lead of Mr. 
Jacob Hamblin, left the Tocquerville set- 
tlement on the 12th of October. 
ing further was heard of them till the 
news of the murder of one of the namber 
reached here as above stated. 

It scems that the party was unsaccess- 
fal in crossing the Colorado at the place 
they expected, the broken, rugged char- 
acter of the country preventing them from 
getting their boat to the river—and under 
such circumstances ulterly impracticable 
as a route of travel. 

Not being aware of the war now being 
carried on by the U.S. troops against 
the Navajoes, and little expecting to 
find them so far north, the explorers 
passed over the Colorado at the ordi-

the trail a kettle and some small articles, 
which diverted the attention of the firss 
lodians from the pursuit, aod led on to 
fighting amoog themselves. 

To this providential circumstence, and 
the setting in of night, the party owed 
their escape. After three boars on the 
saddie, George A. succumbed from ex- 
baustion, and bis lifeless body had to be 
left by the road side, bis companions be- 
ing forced to fly before their pursuers. 

Though we muy all yield an assenting 
obedience to the dispensation of Provi- 
dence, from which, indeed, none of us can 
escape, aud say, ‘‘’tis well,” and po duubt 
everyUrng is well, yet the haud of afflic- 
tion is sometimes heavy to be berne: we 
reiterate our uufeigned sympathies with 
the mourners.

THE HERO OF SAN JACINTO
